LocisviLLB has one Preacher with a head 
full of sfnse.

"Tber« is do greater mena.^e to our tree iDstitutions 
than the dominance of our political adminittrations by 
public-eervice corporations and trusts. The liquor trusts 
ha?e bscomt • gmt svil in this respect, and are most 
dangerous because tbey use the criminal and lawless lo 
effect their anti'social ends. Tbey have made it next to 
impossible for a decent man to operats a Mloon. Condi- 
tions in Louisville are as bad as they can well be. The 
number of valoona is out o( all reasonable proportion to 
the population, and the character of many of them ir un 
speakably vile. They are mill"' of rrinic. Neither our 
state nor thin city cau continue to tolerate conditions as 
tbey exist.' The Sunday-closing movement is one indi 
cation of public iTiitinient. But zeal for 8nnilay closing 
may bliud us to the real root of the evils, which lies in 
the ebsrseter of tbe ssloont and tiM ssethode of liosDeiDg 
and the lack of proper control. 

"Our city needs a radical reform in these respects. 
Tbe llcenaing board aboold have no connection whatever 
with the liquor business. The poiitical dominance of 
the liquor trusts iu our civic admiuistration must be 
broken at any cost. Tbe license tee should be raised to 
at least $500 and rre'trablv $1,000. Thin would close 
tbe low dives and barrel-houses. The hours of sale should 
be restricted to between 6 a. m. and 11 p. m. All aereens 
and ugly blinds slK^uld be removed. The bar should 
give place to tables, ^secresy leads to hypocrisy aud loss 
of sert-reepect. At present a man baa to become « social 
hypocrite when he fnkes a drink. In Germany one sel- 
dom sees a drunken man. The people drink pure beer 
and light winea without hypocriey or accreiy. The sa- 
loon-keeper must be made to feel naponsiMe like SVtry 
decent citixen to the best iutenMta of the community. 

"The threat of certain saloon men that if their boainess 
is interfered with they will use their intluence at the pull.« 
to defeat a bond issue for public sewers is a sinister one. 
It the people of Loaisville are cowardly enough to be de- 
terreil from their duty to the city by such a threat from 
such a source, tbey deserve to be slaves to tbe most de- 
moraliiing Trust in the country. I cannot believe this 
of our city. I believe in the principle of home rule fur 
our city; but if tbe saloon interests persist in standing in 
tbe way of civic improvement and Nform they may find 
to their cost tbat the city of Louiaville Is not Ihe ttate of 
Kentucky."
